nfternnon,

The old church never looked moro
heautiful than v did yesterduy.

He proposes to devote almost hig e
tive time to literary work in the Diture,

outgrowth off Martin Luther's “wounded
pride*  Ie also roundly  denounced
Luther for brenking hig tworold vow of
chustity, Hev, My, Waring took up the
defense of Luther and spoke, in part,;
as follows:

My, Waring's Sermon.
